ERALLY DESIGNATED ESCAPE ROUTES. 2

Not later than 60 days after the date of enactment 3

of this Act, the Administrator of the Federal Highway Ad-4

ministration shall submit to Congress a report identi-5

fying— 6

(1) any financial assistance that the Federal 7

Government can provide to States replacing pre-8

existing federally funded bridge infrastructure that 9

is part of a federally designated escape route; and 10

(2) ways the Federal Government can assists 11

States undertaking activities described in paragraph 12

(1) projects to plan, design, and build replacement 13

infrastructure. 14
